types that are present in the plurality of fields in a second window, wherein at least one of the 
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data types is selected to filter the episodes displayed in the first window and display those 
episodes having the selected data types as recited in claims 1,12 and 23. 

Although the prior art of record teach a GUI for displaying information retrieved from an 
implantable device, the prior art fail to teach the specific limitations as claimed.
